Three 
summers ago I spent the season in the 
mountains near Hudson's bay, and one 
moonlight night I saw a big grizzly in 
the act of carrying a dead cow home to 
her cob. I had a position on the 
mountain side where I could see every 
movement of the bear in the sparsely 
timbered valley below me. The creat- 
ure carried the dead cow in her fore- 
paws for. at least three miles, across 
jagged, shap rocks 10 feet high, over 
fallen logs, around the rocky mountain 
jackass could not 
get a loot hold, to a narrow trail up 
the steep mountain. Bbe never stopped 
to rest a moment, but went right along. 
I followed, and just about half a mile 
from the beasts lair I laid her low. 
The heifer weighed at least 200 ponnds 
and the bear about 450.

Superintendent Murray of the Bu 
reau of Combustibles, has made regu- 
lations governing the transportation, 
storage and sale of calcium carbide, 
which the firemen declare to he a 
source of danger in a burning building, 
because when water reaches it acety- 
lene gas is given off. A number of 
stores keep it for use in bicycle lamps. 
Hereafter, in trausit or on storage, it 
must be inclosed in hermetically sealed 
iron receptacles marked "Dangerous, 
if not kept." No package may contain 
more than 100 pounds. It must be 
stored in isolated buildings that are fire- 
proof and warterproof. No artificial 
light or heat will be permitted in 
the building where it is stored. Not 
more than twenty pounds, iu bulk or in 
cartridges, may be kept iu any store or 
factory, and this must be in a fireproof 
safe or vault above the street grade and 
it must be kept six inches above the 
tioor. 

The manufacture, transportation, 
storage, sale or use of liquefied acety- 
lene is absolutely prohibted within tbe 
limits of this city. — New York San.

Terrill'i Wooderful Escape 
Death In a Railway Accident. 

The only lady passenger on a train 
from St. Louis one night last week 
was Miss Etiiel Terrill, of this city. 
She occupied lower berth No. 0 in the 
sleeper, which left St. Louis iu the 
evening. The train was nearly two 
hours behind time, and the speed at 
times was frightful. Miss Terrill tells 
of her awful experience thus: 

"It was just at dawn that I was sud- 
denly awakened by a crash that, in 
my half dazed condition, sounded like 
the explosion of a thousand cannons 
such as Capt. V.'ygaiit used to fire when 
my sister Mabel was a Sponsor for th<* 
Central t'nivertity Battalion. 

"Just think of it. My head was 
jammed into the remotest recesses of 
the berth and then ol a sudden I wsscat- 
{ ried as it on wings sideivise until the 
I car settled on its side, thirty feet from 
the track down an emhankmeut. I svas 
imprisoned! The lloor of the car, 
every section, the rool, all, all was a 
shattered mass. Alone ot all the berths 
mine [was unbroken, but there I lay 
with the heavy beams above mc so 
that 1 could not move. I was too 
frightened to utter a cry. Presently 
the train men, having been notified, 1 
suppose, that 1 was in the ruins, began 
lo cut and carry away the timber about 
me. At last I was lifted out— and 
strange as it may seem, I was perfectly 
safe, absolutely uninjured." 

Miss Terrill described further the es- 
capestof other passengers, one of whom, 
when he awoke, was lying in his berth 
on the track with the car wheels six 
inches from his head. There were sev- 
eral injured but none fatally- The 
wreck occunetl on a sharp curve just at 
the end of a bridge. Every car was 
overturned, some being hurled sixty 
feet from the track. Miss Ten-ill's 
car stopped in its mad career just safe 
on laud— the river a few feet away, 
which, she said, was au escape after all 
from death by the flood. 

As if to test her endurance, after she 
reached this city, at midnight, Miss 
Terrill was given another fright. The 
driver of the omnibus fell from his seat 
and ihe driverless horses pulled the bus 
down the hill nearly to Zaring s Mill 
before being checked.
